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Our Ohio Election Laws Rank among Best 
Laii-A-Da y 
The Nation Today 


While there are times when some indi­ 
viduals criticize our methods of voting, 
even to the extent ol asserting some elec­ 
tions have been “fixed” for some one’s or 
som e group's special benefit, our election 
laws and our election administration in 
Ohio are generally recognized by the pub­ 
lic as being among the best in the nation. 
We take the process of electing our offi­ 
cials and deciding issues by ballot more or 
less for granted. Only on very rare oc­ 
casions do we hear of a general election 
being termed a “farce.’’ 
From the very start Ohio has had a sec­ 
ret ballot although history records a rtum- 
ber of instances where there have been 
difficulties in keeping it so. 
In recent years not only have model 
laws been enacted, but every effort has 
been made to eliminate laxity and fraud 
in the handling of public elections, and the 
general public has supported this system 
with confidence. 
Many of Ohio’s more populous counties 
have had voter registration for years and 
nearly every year has brought about the 
adoption of this procedure by more coun­ 
ties. Fayette, as yet, has not deemed it 


necessary to arrange for such registration 


on the theory that the county is so small 


and nearly'every resident eligible to vote 


is known by elections officials of his par­ 
ticular ward or precinct, so that attempts 
at fradulent voting seldom occur. 


There are 22 counties in Ohio which 
have registration in all their precincts, 
and 17 others have registration in part. At 
the coming November election 18 Ohio 
counties will use voting machines. 


While the adoption of registration and 
use of voting machines are m atters pure­ 
ly for local decisions, election officials ov­ 
er the state say they have contributed 
much toward efficiency and in safeguard­ 
ing against fraud. 


Doubtless there will always be many in­ 
dividuals who are displeased with the re­ 
sults of some elections. But few ever have 
been able to charge that the method of vot­ 
ing or the manner in which candidates and 
issues are presented on the ballot is un­ 
fair, especially after numerous legislative 
changes in the past which sought to simp­ 
lify the ballot and make sure of its secre­ 
cy.

naturally, they lose body heat 
more rapidly than do women. 


S tout persons also lose heat 
more slowly than do thin ones. 
And those w-ho don’t perspire 
as easily as you do, probably

tem perature w-hich makes you 
perfectly happy. 


Its Purpose 
The air conditioner in your 
home should be adjusted so that 
everyone is as comfortable as 


you allow the tem perature to 
drop no lower than 70 degrees 
o r so. 
A relative humidity of 
50 per cent is about right. 
On real hot days, It might be 
a good idea to keep the tem ­ 
perature in your house about IO 
degrees cooler than the w eather 
outside. This is especially ad­ 
visable lf you plan to be in and 
out of the house frequently. 


Squeeze Out Moisture 


In 
m any 
instances, 
merely 
squeezing the moisture out of 
the air will m ake a home or 
room comfortable even without 
any additional cooling. 
There are a couple of other 
things to consider for efficient 
air conditioning: the num ber of 
people In the house, and their 
activities.
